ifiass Eyes. 


One-eyed people who can afford it 
have two glass eyes, one for day the 
other for evening eye. 
The reason for 
this is that the pupil of the eye is 
smaller in the day time than at night, 
and hence the two glass eyes are of dif- 
ferent sizes, so as to correspond with 
the natural eye. 
The price of glass 
eyes is becoming cheaper on account of 
competition, and at the same time the 
quality iii better. 
A common glass eye 
may be had for $10, but they are not 
good deceptions and do not last long. 
A Hrst-class eye costs S50, or even more. 
The best will not last over two years, 
because the secretions in the hollow of 
the eye roughen the glass by chemical 
action, and this roughness irritates the 
flesh. 
A glass eye, like false teeth, is 
taken out at night, for it would not be 
aafe to go to sleep with it in the cavity. 
It might drop out and the slightest fall 
would break it. If a person could buy 
glass eyes at wholesale, by the gross he 
oould get them for about $2 apiece. 
But he would have to look over a great 
many before finding one to fit and to 
m a t ^ his other eye in size, color, and ex- 
expression. 
Glass eyes are all made 
abroad, principally in Germany and 
France, no factory having been started 
here, although there is a great demand 
for them in this country. A glass eye is 
not made after the shape of a natural 
eye, because when the latter is taken 
from the cavity the tissue just back of 
it pushes forward and leaves but little 
space.- The false eye is therefore ellip- 
tical in shape. The outer side pre- 
serves the natural form, but the inner 
side is nearly flat, with rounded edges. 
It is slightly larger than the natural 
eye, so that when inserted in the cavity 
it may not slip out. 
At first il irritates 
the eyelids and the tissue back of the 
cavity, but the wearer grows accus- 
t o m ^ to it, and finds it a rest and a 
protection. 
A skillful oculist can put 
a glass eye into the cavity so that very 
close observation is necessary to detect 
it 
Not only are the size and color of 
the natural eye counterfeited, but even 
the general expression. 
The oculist 
has yet to discover means of giving 
tha* sympathetic movement which dis- 
tinguishes a pair of eyes.—SU 
Louis

GHIOAOO, Maroh 27.~The last hour 
of graoe for the old "Q" switchmen to 
return to work expired yesterday and a 
formal announoement was made that all 
the strikers were disohurged. 
None of 
the old men appeared at the yards and 
the yardmaster at once hired five new 
men to do local switching. A train of 
seventy-six oars left shortly before 2 
o'clock 


Some disturbance occurred yesterday 
in the stock yards district. 
A crowd of 
several hundred assembled at the "Q*' 
station and several mis-switohea were 
thrown. 
Several heavy iron coupling 
pins and links were thrown, one of the 
latter striking a Pinkerton man in the 
side. 


Switchmen belonging to other roads 
would slip in between the cars and by 
pulling coupling pins part the train. 
This was done a number of times, but 
when locomotives were placed in the 
rear and trains pushed no further trou- 
ble was encountered. 


One train load of stock came into the 
Block yards this morning over the Bur- 
lington division, under guard of twelve 
Pickerton men. There was no trouble 
whatever and none is feared during the 
day. & few of the strikers are loafing 
about this morning, but they are order- 
ly. The police are patrolling about the 
tracks and will remain on duty there 
during the day. 


A FIGHTUiG PARSON. 


He Clobs a Member of His Congrega- 
tion Almost to Beath for 
Good Reasons. 


HOPKINBVILIIB, Ky., Maroh 27.—A 
bloody encounter took place near Tren- 
ton, a village south of this city, between 
Rev. Charles Beasly, pastor of the Col- 
ored Baptist church there, and Andy 
Fleck, a member of the charge. 


The trouble grew out of Bev. Beasly's 
wife 
and 
Brother 
Fleck 
having 
conceived an illicit affection for each 
other, which they made no effort to con- 
ceal. 


They met secretly, and when Beasly 
spoke to his wife about it, she grew vio- 
lent and threatened to leave him and live 
with wnom she pleased. 


Supposing he was far away, the lovers 
met yesterday and were having a good 
time when Beasly suddenly rushed npon 
them, club in hand, and beat them 
apart. 
His wife fled, when Beasly 
seized Fleck and began to beat him, 
only ceasing his bloody labor when he 
supposed his victim dead. 
He then 
went in pursuit of his wife, but she had 
escaped or he would have killed her. 
Fleck was still unconscious but alive 
when found later^in the day, and his re- 
covery is doubtful. The matter has cre- 
ated great excitement in Bev, Beasly's 
congregation, as he will have to stand 
his trial for assault with intent to kill. 


MARRIED HIS KIECE. 


Both of Them Ought to be Old Enough 
to Know Better. 


NEW YORK, March 27.-The announce- 
ment of the marriage of Mr. Edward 
Weston, the well known retired broker 
and millionaire and ex-member of the 
New-street firm of Weston & Debillier, 
to his niece, Mrs. Mary E, Cone, will be 
a surprise to the community. The cere- 
mony was performed by Rev. D. Mac- 
Arthur, at Mr. Weston's rfsidence, No. 
23 West Twentieth street. Legal advice 
was had on the subject of marriage be- 
tween niece and uncle, and it was found 
there was no statute prohibiting it. 
None of the family of either objecte:!. 
Mr. Weston's age is sixty-nine and Mrs. 
Weston is fifty. 


FOUND DEAD IN PRISON. 


The Sad Fate of an Akron Man From 
the Effects of Drink. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, March 27.—Charles 
E. Clark was found dead in one of the 
cells of the city prison about midnight 
by Turnkey Harry Boss. 
Clark has 
been on a protracted spree, and was 
brought in, charged with drunkenness. 
He was considerably under the influence 
when he reached 
the station house, 
about 6 o'clock, and the turnkey notic- 
ing after a time that he was unusually 
quiet, investigated and found him dead, 
Clark was from Akron, Ohio, and was 
about thirty-five years old, and leaves a 
wife and five children.

Cats and Chickens Partially Devour 
the Remains of an Old Woman. 


Nxw TOBE, March 27.~In the room 
of a tenement on Willett street was 
found the decomposed body of an old 
beggar woman. Chickens were pecking 
the flesh from the breast and cats were 
gnawing at the feet The flesh had 
been entirely eaten from the face. It is 
not known how long the body had lain 
there. She lived in the cellar, and had 
as companipns six chickens and about 
twenty-five cats. The cats had to be 
driven from the cellar, and one had to 
be killed because it wonld not leave the 
remains. 


BIG ™ D S . 


Devastate Prussia and Hundreds of 
TUIages Are Snbmerged^Many 
Lives Lost. 


BXSLIK, Maroh 27.—Great damage is 
reported by floods on the Vistula river 
and its branches. A dyke on the Nogat 
burst and the country ia overflowed. 
The inhabitants fled to the highlands 
for safety. The suburbs of every place 
on the river Elbing are ove^owed. 
Prisoners in jail were rescued by the fire 
brigade. The town is inundated and 
eight villages at the mouth of the Vis- 
tula are submerged. Many houses are 
falling and cattle are being drowned. 


The banks of the Elbe have been 
flooded many days; hundreds of villages 
are 
submerged, 
and an 
enormous 
amount of damage has been done and 
many lives have been lost. 


CONGRESS. 


The Froceedlngs of the National Legis- 
lature To-day. 


WASHINQTON, March 27.—The senate 
accepted the invitation to attend the fu- 
neral services over the remains of Chief 
Justice Waite in the hall of the house 
to-morrow. 


Mr. Blair renewed his motion for a 
reference of his bill to discriminate in 
favor of the confederate soldiers and 
sailors in appointing to civil offices any 
persons who have been disloyal. 


Biddleberger made a speech in ex- 
planation of his advocacy of the bill, 
during the oouxse of which he denied 
the st«tement3 which had been made to 
the effect that there were no ex-coiifed- 
erate soldiera in want and said he knew 
plenty WHO 
were actually begging for 
broEtd.

TOWN DESTROYED. 


Ninneseah, Kansas, Tom to Pleees by a 
Storm. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Maroh 27.—Word 
has just been received of the almost 
utter destruction of the town of Nin- 
nesoah, Kingman county, Kan., Satur- 
day evening, at 7:30, by a tornado. 
It 
had been raining all day, and as even- 
ing approached the storm was seen ap- 
proaching from the southwest. 


It struck the town and destroyed 
everything in its path, leaving only 
three houses standing in the whole 
pittce. Two churches,, five stores and 
fifteen dwellings were torn to pieces and 
the flying timbers killed three persons 
and maimed seventeen others. 


PASSION WEEK. 


Its Origin and Ceremonies Conneeted 
Therewith—Observanoes 
In 
the Catholie Churches, 


The ceremonies for holy week, or pas- 
lion week, as it is familiarly known, 
were announced in all the Catholic 
churches of the city Sunday. The term 
holy as applied is ^commenorative of 
Christ's death for the redemption of 
mankind. 
In olden times the fasting 
during this week was of the most severe 
kind. 
One meal a day, and that meal 
consisting of bread, salt and water, was 
the limit. It commenced Sunday with 
the 
blessing -pi the 
palms, which 
event 
is 
commemorative 
of 
Christ's 
triumphal 
entry 
into 
Jerusalem 
and terminates Saturday. 
Where a number of priests are con- 
nected with the church, as is the case 
here, the office Tenebrie is chanted on 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday even- 
ings of this week. 
In the Catholic 
churches of this city the ceremony will be 
observed. Tenebr» consists of the mat- 
ins and lands. During the ceremony, a 
large candlestick, bearing fifteen tapers, 
and in the form of a triangle, is placed 
upon the altar. 
At the close of each 
Psalm a taper is extinguished, until on- 
ly the middle or topmost remains. The 
remaining taper, representing Christ, is 
taken down and placed behind the altar 
during the Miserere, after which it is re- 
placed on the altar. 
This signifies the 
temporary extinction of the light of 
Christ. 


Holy Thursday is observed with two 
ceremonies of great significanoe—i. e., 
the institution of the eucharist and of 
the priesthood. This ceremony is, how- 
ever, 
observed 
alone 
in cathedral 
churches, and, of course, is in vogue 
here. 


Rt. Rev. Bishop Dwenger will on 
Thursday consecrate the oils used in the 
administration of the sacraments. 
In 
Rome the pope washee the feet of twelve 
poor persons, At the mass on Thurs- 
day 
the 
bells 
are 
rung 
during 
the 
Gloria 
in 
excelaia 
and 
re- 
main silent until the Oloria in excetsis 
in the mass of Holy Saturday. A large 
host is consecrated during the mass of 
Thursday, and is afterward carried in 
procession through the church to a side 
altar, called for the time being the 
sepulchre, where it lies and is visited 
during that and the ensuing day by the 
faithful. On Good Friday the altar is 
denuded to signify the desolation of the 
church. 
The altar and crosses are 
robed in mourning and everjrthing de- 
notes 
sorrow 
and 
sadness. 
The 
adoration of the cross is a ceremony ob- 
servable on Good Friday, and the mass 
of the pre-sanctified is celebrated. 
On 
Saturday services open with the bless- 
ing cf the "new fire" obtained horn flint 
and steel becanse the vital light came 
from Christ, our rook. The blessing of 
the paschal candle, chanting of prophetic 
passages from the old testament, bene- 
diction of the baptistmal font, singing 
of the litany of the saints follow, and the 
week's services are closed by the sing- 
ing of the joyous mass with its alleluias, 
wMch is a foretaste of the resurrection, 
celebrated on the following morning, 
Easter Sunday.

WARD LAMOX is catching on to t h e 
Lincoln boom of Messrs. Hay and Nico- 
lay and publishing a series of articles 
to show that all that is true in their life 
of Lincoln, which has been described as 
comprehensive history of the United 
States with 
occasional allusions to 
Abraham Lincoln, 
was taken from 
Lamon's own biography of Lincoln, 
and all that Hay and Nicolay use that 
did not come from that source is incor- 
rect. 
One of his essays in this line re- 
lates to the speech which Mr. Lincoln 
made at Springfield on the eve of his 
departure for Washington. 
Messrs. 
Hay and Nicolay give what they say 
was the speech as Mr. Lincoln revised 
it with one of his secretaries on the 
cars. Mr. Lamon produces a version 
which be says 
must be the only 
genuine one, because it was reported in 
shorthand at the time and printed all 
over the country. 
Mr. Lamon may 
own the only (juarry from which the 
fragments of Mr. Lincoln's history 
must be dug, but he has not got hold 
of the true history of this speech. 
There was no shorthand reporter pres- 
ent on the occasion. 
Mr. R R. Hitt 
had been traveling around with Mr. 
Lincoln reporting his speeches, long 
'and short, but the morning this speech 
was made he was tired and slept late, 
and did not turn up at the scene of 
action till after the little episode had 
occurred. 
Charley Philbrick was a 
clerk in the office of the Secretary of 
State, and did some political work and 
some newspaper writing, and when he 
met Mr. Hitt he began telling him 
what a dreadful mistake he had made in 
not being present at the leave-taking. 
Oh," be said, "the old man never did 
better in his life; he only talked a 
couple of minutes, but it was beautiful; 
you ought to have been here to take it 
all down." Hitt responded that Phil- 
brick was a good-enough reporter to 
take such a little speech with sufficient 
accuracy, and it was a great pity he 
had not tried it. 
Philbrick admitted 
that he had taken down xkotes as fully 
as possible, and he and Hitt thereupon 
sat down and constructed the speech. 
Philbrick had the points and bits of 
the phraseology; Hitt had so long been 
reporting Mr. Lincoln that he knew his 
Style well, and he experienced enough 
to know that a little "impromptu of this 
kind would not be perfectly smoothed 
off and polished, and he would not let 
Philbrick make it too fine. Between 
Philbrick's memory and memoranda 
and Hitt's experience in reporting Mr. 
Lincoln they got up a pretty good ver- 
sion of what Mr. Lincoln had said, and 
this was the so-called stenographic re- 
port of the speech which appeared the 
following morning in all the papers of 
the North.

«rnor and ez-Senator John B. Gordon, 
iof Georgia, was "flat broke" again, 
ÍK>me enterprises in which he was en- 
gaged haying proved disastrous fail- 
nreik 
General Gordon is one of the 
most popular men in the South. 
His 
integrity and sincerity have never been 
questioned. The number of his friends 
ÍM only limited by the number of his 
acquaintances. But he has been singu- 
larly unfortunate in his commercial 
Tentnres, and is now looked upon as a 
port of Jonah. 
He resigned from the 
Senate because an opportunity to make 
a large sum of money was offered him, 
and he was too conscientious to accept 
it wbile he was receiving the pay and 
sustaining the responsibilities of a Sen- 
otor. He made the money, I am told, 
but has since- lost it all. Few men 
have had so many chances to become 
rich as General (Gordon, for he has 
successful friends, and friends willing 
to help him. But he has not the fac- 
ulty of keeping his money. 
Speaking 
of this peculiarity of Gordon's, I am 
reminded of what his successor in the 
Senate, old "Joe" Brown, said not long 
ago of him: "If any one were to give 
Gordon a hundred silver dollars and 
lock him in a room, he would lose 
half of them before he could get them 
counted." 


HOCNO liiiuiK. a 
límese village 
near Canton, was lately the scene of a 
remarkable tragedy.

account of the occurrence is taken 
from a native paper: 
At Hound Bidge 
Village is the Buddhist monastery 
known as the Golden Bowl Temple. 
In this temple a number of monks and 
nuns appeared to take the vows ol 
the order. 
Among the latter were two 
females of attractive appearance. 
Be- 
fore the nuns left the precincts of the 
temple two priests attempted to as- 
sault them. 
The priests were arrested 
and turned over to a civil magistrate, 
who sent them back to the monastery 
to be punished by their superiors. 
The Abbot had them flogged. On be- 
ing released they made a desperate but 
unsuccessful attempt to murder the 
Abbot, who then determined to apply 
for counsel to the live great monas* 
teries of Canton. 
The matter was de- 
bated, and it was the unanimous opin- 
ion of those consulted that the reputa- 
tion of all the monasteries was at 
stake, and that only one method re- 
mained of dealing with the guil^ 
parties. It was resolved to burn the 
offenders to death in a oremating- 
louse of their monastery, that the 
purifying 
influences of fire might 
cleanse their hearts. 
Then it was 
hoped, even on their behalf, the sav- 
ng power of Buddha might be ex- 
erted. Accordingly, the sentence was 
carried out 
The two monks were 
carried bound 
into the cremating- 
house of the monastery, and then, in 
presence of their brethren and a large 
crowd of spectators from the village^ 
they were burned to death.

Lincoln reporting his speeches, long 
and short,' but the morning thai speech 
was made he was tired and slept late, 
and did not tarn up at the scene of 
action till after the little episode had 
occurred. Charley Phflbriok was a 
clerk in the office of the Secretary of 
State, and did some political work and 
acme newspaper writing, aad when he 
met Mr. Hitt he began telling him 
what a dreadful mistake he had made in 
not being present at the leave-taking. 
"Oh," be said, "the old man never did 
better in his life; .he only talked a 
couple of minutes, but it was beautiful; 
rou onght to have been here to take it 
all down." Hitt responded.that Phflf. 
brick was a good-enough reporter to 
take such a little speech with snfBoient 
accuracy,' and it was a great'pity,-he, 
had not tried it. PhUbrick admitted 
that he had taken down notes as fully 
astposaible, and he and Hitt thereupon 
sat down and constructed the speech.
